Friday were the decision of the house 
naval committee to place in the appro- 
priation bill a provision for three battle- 
ships and a conclusion on the part of 
the secretary of war to issue an oicler 
creating a new military department, 
Including within its confines that part 
of the country which would be in all 
likelihood nearest to the field of hostili- 
tipB In case It should come to that. The 
present department of Texas Is abolished 
by the order, and there Is created the de- 
partment of the south. General Giuliani, 
at present commander of the depart- 
ment of Texas, will command the new 
department, which will

the 


states of South Carolina. Georgia, Flor- 
ida. Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Texas. All of these slates save the last 
are at present attached to the depart- 
ment of the east under command of 
General Merritt of New York. It is said 
at the department that General Merritt 
Is fully compensated for the strength 
of the command which passes away from 
him by the addition to bin foices of the 
t\yo regiments of artillery now recruit- 
ing. Headquarters of the new depart- 
ment of the south \\l\\ be at Atlanta, 
chosen because of its strategical value, 
from Its excellent railroad connections 


F<>.» the first time officials of the war 


department admit that they are strain-

The navy department has reason to

It wan stated at a 
cabinet meeting yesterday by Secretary 
I>ong that the naval attache at London, 
Lieutenant Colwell, had almost com- 
pleted negotiations for the purchase. 


Most of the time of the cabinet meet- 


Ing was taken up in the discussion of 
measures which have been put Into op- 
eration for the acquisition of 
naval 


vessels. One of the members said after 
the meeting: "It la not possible at this 
time to say just how many ships In all 
the government will be able to secure. 
It has options on a number that have 
been offered, but nothing IB likely to be 
definitely accomplished in the way of 
acquiring them until an examination is 
made into their condition, for which 
purpose a naval officer has been dis- 
patuhed abroad. We do not want a lot of 
vessels that other nations contracted to 
be built and now find are not up to ex- 
pectations. The fact is notorious that 
there are not a great many really good 
vessels to be had. but I should not be 
surprised if -ve were able to get at least

Washington. March 12.—Orders have 


been Ist-ued for manning the newly es-

Thih fort is naariy opposite Fort Wash- 
ngton and, in connection with It, com- 
mands the approach to Washington by 
water. Tlie batteries of the Fourth ar- 
tillery stationed at Fort McHenry, near 
Italtlmore, w i l l be distributed between 
Fort Delaware and Fort Molt, N. J., 
thus providing for the protection of

other cities in that vicinity. 


Airungements have been made by the

THREE SHIPS MORE. 


Washington. March 12.—Three new 


battleships of the staunchest ty;«- afloat 
\\ereauthorlzed by the house committee 
on naval affairs yesterday, and a provis- 
ion for their construction was inserted 
In the naval appropriation bill. At the 
same time the committee agieed on a 
maximum price of J400 per ton for armor 
plate for our vessels, (net eased the force 
of naval marines by 473 men, and put 
^matters In fair shape for a decision o 
the location of dry docks, probably fou. 
in number, capable of accommodating 
the largest sized war vessels. The com- 
mittee was in session practically all day, 
and before the decision on the Increase 
of ships was reached there was a long 
and interesting discussion. 


FINANCIAL SIDE OF A WAR. 


London, March 12.—The Statist, dis- 


cussing the financial side of a possible 
Spanish-American war, agrees that the 
United States will r-vntually obtain 
command of the sea, adding: "Then, if 
Spain submitted, the expenditure would 
rapidly end, and the war might not cost 
very much; but if Spain prolonged the 
contest the United States would find it- 
self in an embarrassing position. The 
creation of a large army to drive Spain 
gut of Cuba would r.iean a very con- 
siderable expense, and, when acconi- 
pl|she<3. what would the United States 
do with Cuba? Lastly If gpaln then re- 
fuged to submit, would America, after 
capturing- the Spanish West Indies, ex- 
tend the war to Europe?
